In regarding to independent claims 9, 24 and 29, Park taken either individually or 
in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious compiling a 
computer-accessible repository of check issuer location information for use in check 
transaction risk assessment and conducting a check transaction assessment, 
comprising: in response to receiving a request to authorize a check, calculating a risk 
score, the risk score at least partially based on tile associated check issuer's location 
stored in the repository of records and the check-cashing, entity's location.
